Then Ramparts was organizing a King Assassination QTomittee 
and asked me to serve on this. 1 agreed, spok© to B ens i C y f and offered to held 
these pictures for him or to uso them in a scheduled Minneapolis press conforence 
5/l4> to attract attention to the new committee. H e eakad that I send them to him 
instead, end this 1 did, Imi^distely. ^his, T h:;ve no count at ill, is how 
Turner got them. He is m unabashed literary thief, so indiscriminate and unoriginal 
he purloins error. x ou will note that it was not until ^une thfct he used these in 
the SF paper. Subsequently he said he noted this personally es soon as tho 
picture of the. sketch was printed. Then it took him almost two months to do anythin^. 

Now on June 4 I gave Mark who I regard as a very poor specimen, 

a three-hour TV show I had already scheduled in DO, to help him launch hi 3 second 
book. x hed agreed to thin without knowledge of its contents and basic dishonesty.
